Mt. Vernon and Livingston 
were added later on: then Ottenheim 
and Bee Lick, followed after buying 
the Lancaster and Crab Orchard line. 
The Lancaster exchange and county 
lines were added to the system July 
1st. *ML Mr. Bast in. as president and 
manager, has been const ant ly improve- 
ing the system and lias today the best 
in Kentucky. The members of the 
Kentucky Telephone Association 
pledged themselves to make such ad- 
ditions to their lines and improve- 
ments that good connections would be 
yiven to adjoining systems.
